Owing to the inclemency of the weather 
on the eveuing appointed, the annual meeting of 
houeehoMors to elect a new School Committee 
for Bannockburn did not take place. 

Among the nominations received on 
Saturday night by the Dunedin Jockey Club for 
the Autumn races meeting we notice the names 
of -Architect and Concrete, entered by Mr 
Loughnan. The first-named is in for the Hurdle 
Face, Steeplechase, and Flying Handicap, and 
Conerete for the Novel 

Information was given the police on 
Tuesday last by a miner named Stephano 
Bodaolo that his tail-race had been robbed the 
previous night, and some .30 ounces of gold 
, extracted therefrom. Sergeant M'Nally at once 
instituted enquiries, and close watch was set, 
bat up to the present time no olue has been 
obtained as to the depredator. Bodacio’s claim 
is situate near the bank of the Kawarau river, 
between Cromwell and Macandrew bridge. 

According to the Times, an 

expedition is about leaving Lake Wakatipu with 
a view to opening communication with the West 
Coast, of such a nature that the produce of the 
Holly ford Valley may be brought to the Lake, 
For soil, scenery, and timber the Hollyford 
Valley is unsurpassed, but is at present in- 
aoeessible except on foot. Mr James Richardson 
(at one time Town Clerk of Queenstown), who 
made the journey with an exploration party in 
1871, accompanies the expedition as reporter for 
the Government, and also for the Lakes County 
Council. 

His Worship the Mayor has convened a 
public meeting for Saturday evening in the 
Atbenseum Hail, to devise means for assisting 
to alleviate the prevailing distress in Ireland. 
We would have liked to see Mr Cololough take 
action iu this matter at an earlier date, but 
trust that his invitation will be heartily re- 
sponded to by all classes of the community. 
The necessity is urgent, and it is certaio the 
Cromweil district will not be behiodhand in 
liberally augmenting the Otago fund. We have 
a praiseworthy example iu Alexandra, -the 
Mayor of which town last week remitted the 
handsome sum of L92 iu aid of the Relief Fund. 
CromweU district should see this, and go LIO 
better. 

We omitted in last number to make 
note of a fire that occurred at Baimockburn on 
20th January, whereby the house of Mrs B. 
Simpson, with all-its contents, were destroyed. 
It seems that the day previous Mrs Simpsou had 
occasion to come into Crouiwell and got a girl 
named Clair to keep an eye to the premises— in 

connection with which was a billiard saloon 

during her absence. Mrs Simpson remained in 
town all night, and the girl attended to the 
place from nine o'clock till about one in the 
morning. In the course of the night several 
persons visited the place, and two or throe 
games of billiards were played. After turning 
out the lamps, the girl secured the place and 
wont home. Two or three hours afterwards a 
man named Thomson raised an alarm that the 
place was on fire, but the flames had then gained 
too strong a hold to allow of anything boing 
saved. The house and contents were insured in 
the South British office for fi250. It is thought 
that the fire was occasioned by one of the wicks 
being imperfectly turned down and dropping 
into the oil, or by carelessness on the part of 
smokers in the billiard-room, although tlie first 
suggestion seems the more feasible from the 
early hour at which the flames burst out. We 
understand it has not been deemed necessary to 
hold a formal inquiry.

A copy of tho Statutes of tho Colony 
as passed during the late session of Parliament 
h.as been forwarded to us by the Government 
Printer. 

On Friday last the Golonial Bank, 
Dunedin, transmitted by cable to Dublin, free 
of expense, the sum of L700 collected iu aid of 
tho Irish Famine Relief Fund, 

Bishop Neville, who is at present in the 
Lakes District, will visit Cromwell this week. 
On Sunday forenoon his Lordship wiU con- 
secrate the Church of England here. 

At last meeting of the Otago Education 
Board the date for the election of the now mem- 
bers was fixed tor 10th March, and for the 
election of school committees in districts where 
the elections have not yet taken place for 6th 
March. 

It was announced by the Rev. John 
Fergusou at the various Presbyterian services 
last Sunday that oong'regational meetings would 
be held at Bannockburn and Cromwell after 
worship on Sunday next to take the necessary 
steps to have a settled clergyman for the dis- 
trict. Rev. J. Lothian, moderator, will pre- 
side. 

We are glad to be able to state that the 
injuries sustained by Mr John Stronaeh, of 
Matakanui Station, by his horse rearing back on 
him, Wednesday morning last, are not likely to 
be so serious as at first feared. Although yet 
confined to his room, it is expected Mr Stronaeh 
will be about again in the course of a day or 
two. 

Mr William Taylor, an “old identity” 
of Cromwell, and who has been ailing for some 
years from a pulmonary complaint, died on Fri- 
day last at his residence. His funeral on Sunday 
was largely attended, and the Masonic hrethern 
took a leading part in the procession. Rev. Mr 
Drake conducted the services at the grave. 
Deceased was only 33 years of age at the time 
of his death. 

A case of considerable interest to in- 
surance companies and their customers was 
heard at the Dunedin District Court last week, 
when Maurice ’Tonrlut, hotelkeeper, of George 
streer, gained a verdiot for the amount claimed, 
£200, and costs from the New Zealand Ineurance 
Company, who disputed the claim on the grouml 
that another insurance had been effeoted on the 
premises, of which notice had not been given 
them. His Honor Judge Harvey ruled that 
there was no ease to go to the jury, and that 
they should return a verdict for the defendants, 
hut the jury declined to alter their verdict for 
the plaintiff. Mr Macassey, on behalf of the 
Company, gave notice of bis intentiou to move 
for a uew trial.

About the most pleasant, and certainly not 
the least exciting, ganie played on the Crom- 
well cricket field took place on Saturday, 
when the reoently-formed Bendigo Club 
broke ground in its first publio match. The 
Bendigoniana have only been org,aniscd some 
two months, and from their avocations and 
tho nature of the country wlicre they are 
loo,ated, find it difficult to have constant or 
united practice. But it was known that some 
of its ineinbers could boast of considerable 
proficiency in the game, .and therefore the 
CromweU team wero not disposed to liold 
their rivals too olieap. Tiie result showed 
that the estimato was a wise one, as the 
home eleven had all their work cut out to 
save a defeat at the hands of their visitors.

company on the umpire’s verdiot “l.b.w.," a 
fate that sborcly overtook MacKellar, after 
getting 8 by careful play. Maddnok was looked 
for to retrieve the misfortunes of hie predecessors, 
but after adding 7 to the total was run out. 
The remaining wickets in this innings were dis, 
posed of for 5, the bowling of Ray and J. Stevena 
being rather too straight for the batters. Extras 
lotted up 11, bringing the innings to a olose for 
30. This result had an inspiriting effect on thq 
Bondigonians, who commenced their second 
innings with high hopes of victory. After a 
couple of overs, Preshaw supplanted M.addock 
in the bowling, and the change proved effective. 
Muter too being well on and swift. There waa 
also a decided improvement in the fielding 
generally, and the effect of these combined foreeq 
was ten wickets down for 35, extras being 3.

While the play throughout was very fair on 
both sides, the visitors were if anything tho 
smartest fielders— the brothers Stevena being 
especially effective. J. Stevens proved himself 
a first-rate all-round man, and is a most decided 
acquisition to the ranks of onr district oricketera.

During Saturday’s game he made 
one or two very clever catches. The scores show 
that only he achieved doable figures in either 
innings.

The annual meeting of householders of 
Bendigo was held in tbe school-house there 
on January 2Gtli for the purpose of electing 
a committee for the ensuing 12 months.

Educational matters in Arrowtown are, 
and always have been, an index of the 
apathy of parents located here. It appears 
that not even the wranglings of the com- 
mittees of late years with the teacher could 
infuse an additional ingredient of interest 
into their affairs. The annual meeting of 
householders lapsed for want of attendance 
on the part of the public. The committee 
put in an appearance, but the householders 
and public of Arrowtown were represented 
by one solitary person ! 

At a meeting of the settlers at Crown 
Terrace it was agreed that a Board of War- 
dens be formed for the Crown Terrace Hun- 
dred, and the following gentlemen were 
elected as members of the Board Messrs 
J. and H. M'Gibbon, Robt. Brodie, John 
Martin, Chas. O’Pee, and John Jeukins. 
Considering the short time which has 
elapsed since the commencement of settle- 
ment on the Terrace, it is surprising to 
notice the amount of progress that has been 
made by the settlers. Nearly all the land 
taken up has been fenced, and is to a great 
extent under crop i substantial and com- 
modious dwellings and outhouses have been 
erected— in short, everything plainly shows 
that the land has got into the hands of men 
who fully Understand their business, and 
who are determined to make the moat of 
their holdings. Under these circumstances 
it is extremely gratifying to record that their 
Crops look well and rank among the best in 
the district. 

The meeting called by the Town Clerk to 
decide the shape the Irish Famine Relief 
movement was to take, lapsed for want of 
attendance, and tlie matter has now been 
taken in band by the Mayor, Mr W, Jenkins, 
who has called a public meeting for the pur- 
pose. 

Church-goers were treated to something 
not to be met .with very often in outlying 
mountain regions, namely to a sermon by 
His Lordship the Bishop of Dunedin, who 
preached in St. John’s Episcopalian Church 
here last Sunday morning. 

The reapers and binders now in the dis- 
trict are about to receive an addition by the 
introduction of one of Wood’s string binders. 
Mr H. Steele who has taken its introduction 
in hand deserves the support of the farmers 
for his enterprise in this direction. 

The class-firing advertised for Saturday 
last was almost a failure on account of the 
high wind raging all the afternoon. The 
Captain’s parade also feel through. Hot more 
than a few recruits putting in an appearance. 
Those who attended were put through their 
facings by Sergt. M'Whirter. 

At a meeting of the Arrow Kilwinning 
Lodge, held last Monday, it was mooted that 
the first anniversary of the foundation of the 
Lodge be celebrated by a ball on the 17th of 
March next. 

The meeting of subscribers to the Arrow 
Hospital held last Saturday night was but 
poorly attended, about 12 subscribers putting 
in an appearance. J. Barlow, Esq., the 
President of the institution, took the chair, 
and in referring to the affairs of the Hospital 
spoke eulogistically of its present position, 
and hopefully of its future. The Secretary 
read a very satisfactory report, and the 
Treasurer proved by bis balance-sheet that 
there was a balance on the right side of the 
ledger. The retiring Committee are deserv- 
ing of a great deal of praise for the manner 
in which they have carried out all the details 
of the business connected with the Hospital, 
and the very satisfactory state in which they 
were prepared to hand over the institution 
to their successors. A new Committee was 
elected, J. Barlow Esq., being re-elected 
President, Messrs Healey and Jones were 
appointed Secretary and Treasurer re- 
spectively. The small attendance at the 
meeting may be accounted for by certain 
squibbles as to the qualification for voting at 
the meeting, which were not understood by 
a large number of subscribers.

The usual two-monthly meeting of above 
Council was held on Wednesday 28th inst., 
in the Council Chamber, Clyde. Present- 
ers Pyke (Chairman), Jolly, Colclough, 
M'Ginnis, Naylor, and Pitohes. 

The absence of Or Stronach^ the newly 
elected memberforMatakanui Riding, was ex- 
plained as caused through a serious accident 
happening him as he was starting for the 
meeting. 

Minutes of previous ordinary meeting were 
read and confirmed. 

Schedules of inward and outward corres- 
pondence were read and confirmed. 

Or Colclough asked if any correspondence 
had been received from the Banks regarding 
the County account. 

The Chairman eaid the Banks had been 
written to, asking them if they were disposed 
to tender for the account. This course had 
been pursued, he explained, because he was 
informed that the Banka had entered into a 
compact not to tender for any business, and 
that in the face of that understanding it was 
no USB asking them directly to tender. It 
appeared, however, that this compact was 
broken through, as replies had been received 
from the Colonial Bank, the Bank of New 
Zealand, and the Bank of New South Wales, 
expressing their willinpess to tender if 
supplied with necessary information. 

Cr Jolly said the Banks could obtain all 
information on application. 

Crs Colclough, Pitches, and M'Ginnis 
thought that all information should be sup* 
plied them. 

Cr Colclough said from the knowledge 
gleaned by the Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the County finance, it was apparent 
no money would require to he borrowed, 
thongh there appeared to be a difference be- 
tween Councillors as to whether the limit 
should bo L3000 or L5000. 

A discussion here ensued as to the labors 1 
of the committee referred to, and their report | 
was asked for. The Chairman explained 
that only three out of four of the committee 
met, therefore there was no report ; the 
.question, however, had been fully gone into 
by those who attended. — It was ultimately 
agreed that the committee should bring up 
their report during the present meeting, and 
that the consideration of the banking account 
should be afterwards dealt with by the 
Council in committee of the whole. 

The Chairman said the greater publicity 
given to the Council’s transactions the better, 
as it would be shown that the strictest 
economy had been observed. He would be 
prepared, when the discussion came on, with 
statements of the whole of the transaction of 
the County. He would here state that from 
the beginning ot 1877 the County had re- 
ceived as interest over LI ,000, the like of ' 
wliich he did not expect to get under any new ' 
arrangement that would be made. 

Cr Pitches ; We shall not have the same 
money to handle a.s we have had. 

The Chairman ; I cannot say so much for 
that. We have now nearly L4,000 to our 
credit, which will be increased in a few days 
by the land revenue to L9,000. 

Letters and demand by owners of Alex- 
andra punt, for expenses in tools required to 
keep approach to punt good.— Granted, on 
condition that the tools be handed to the 
County. 

Resolved.— That the Chairman, as repre- 
sentative of the County, be empowereii to 
confer with representatives of the neighbor- 
ing Boroughs and the Hospital CoramitteBS 
on the Hospitals and Charitable Institutions 
Bill. 

The resignation of Mr Harvey as Inspector 
of Clyde bridge was read and received, and 
it was explained, that Mr Maegeorgo would 
undertake the duties. 

Or Jolly said he was pleased to say that 
the Carrick Range Water Race was so far 
completed that the water was turned into it 
on Monday last. 

The Chairman explained all difficulties had 
been surmounted, and that the deed, embody- 
ing a clause enabling the County to hand the 
race over to the Company again, was in the 
hands of the Government for execution. 

The Enginer’s reports on contracts, roads 
and punts were read, but called for no par- 
ticular comment. 

Letter from Trustee in estate of James 
Crombie, Nevis, asking that permission be 
granted some Chinese to work ground con- 
tiguous to the new pack-bridge at Lower 
Nevis, and also the report of the Engineer 
on same, were read and received. — After a 
long discussion leave was refused. 

The valuation lists for the year 1880-81 
were laid on the table and accepted.

The Chairman said in all probability the 
subsidy would cease from the 3Ist of March 
next. It was supposed, however, its equiva- 
lent would come from some other source, 
probably the Property Tax. He wished to 
direct attention to the fact that no subsidy 
would be paid on rates collected after 31st 
March, aud so as to ensure everything pos- 
sible ha would suggest that the Collector be 
empowered to sue for all unpaid rates ; for 



1878-79 there was L34 16s, and for 1879-80 
L170 18s was unpaid. 

Resolved — That the Collector, Mr J. S. 
Dickie, he authorised and instructed to sue 
for all unpaid rates ; also to at once proceed 
against all unlicensed hawkers and pedlars. 

The Council went into committee to con- 
sider tenders, and on resuming reported — 
That no tenders for Contract No. 63, chairs 
over Nevis River, be accepted, snd thst the 
tenders of Messrs Edgar and Mason be ac- 
cepted for Contracts Nos; 73 and 74, bridges 
on Quartz-reef Point road. 

The Council then adjourned. 



On resuming at 8 p. m. , 

The Chairman said the next hueiness to pro- 
ceed with was the Order Paper, but as Or 
Fraser was net in attendance tbe motions stand- 
ing in his name coold not he dealt with, Cr 
Fraser, however, at the next meeting, by con- 
sent of the Council, coOld bring them up. 

The schedule of moneys, as asked for by the 
Engineer as follows, was then passed : — Pre- 
liminary expenses, LlOO ; track east side Lake 
Hawea ((3ray road), £34 ; Albert To-wn to head 
of Lake Wanaka, £50. 

On the- motion of Cr Colclough, the snm of 
L20 was voted as a bonus to the widow of the 
late James Taylor, who at the time of his death 
Was inspector of the Hawea brigde. 

In reply to Cr Colclough, the Chairman said 
that notice had been served on the owners of a 
building on the Cromwell Bridge Reserve to 
remove same ; also that both roads leading fo 
the Carrick were under repair. 

The Clerk said that about LIOO of the Vote 
for the Pipeclay Kludge Channel was still Un- 
expended, 

Cr Colclough thought the Council was paying 
money on this channel for nothing, as for aught 
he knew the work was stopped. 

Cr Jolly was astonished that Cr Colclough, 
who was supposed to know what was going on 
in the district, should say what he had. All the 
moneys paid on this work had been paid on the 
certificate ot either the Engineer or one of the 
inspectors, and was for labor done. 

The Chairman said such was the case, as soma 
of the claims made had been refused, as on 
inspection the work was not as represented. 
There was very little doubt the work was being 
carried on slowly but surely, but the Council 
had no power to push it on. 

The meeting then adfourned tDl the following 
morning at 10 o’clock.

Yonr Committee wopld, however, recommend 
that no further works of magnitude be under- 
taken until the works already in progress sra 
more advanced. 

Yonr Committee also beg to report that 
taking into consideration the salaries paid to 
County officers in other Counties, and also the 
fact that the cost of living is about 20 per ceut., 
higher in the interior of Otago than on the sea 
coast, and having also in view the amount of 
supervision still required on County Works they 
are of opinion that no reduction can judiciously 
be made at present, but they anticipate that 
after another year material reduction may be 
effected withont impairing the efficiency of the 
County service.

January 30. 

The topic which may in all truth bo said 
to he of most interest ioal now is “the 
weather.” For on the weather depends the 
enccess of the harvest, and from the harvest 
this year the greatest of things is expected. 
Frcln all quarters (except some parts of 
Southland) the very best of prospects are re- 
ported. Oam.iru-way such crops have never 
been seen ; and throughout South Canter- 
bury the same thing applies ; while alt south 
of Dunedin, such as at the Taieri, Olutlia, 
etc., the quality is far beyond the average. 
Such a summer for grass also has never been 
known previously. So that our farmers are 
jubilant just now. Given anything like 
decent weather, and they should all have 
more money than they know .what to do 
with. There is only one drop in the cup, and 
that is oats have been so largely sown. Thgir 
price is vcrv low even at present, just before 
harvest, and when the new grain comes in 
it is expected they won’t be worth a great 
deal. However, the quantity will help to 
make np the deficiency in price. » 

Politics are hardly talked about. There 
are only rumors about when the city members 
are to address their constituents. Mr Oliver 
has been hero on a visit in his new rSle as 
Minister of Public Works. He comes and 
goes quietly, and has a hatred of all " fuss.” 
The way ho treats deputations is an astonisher. 
He is so cavalier and brusque that those who 
upon him can plainly see he looks upon the 
“ deputation business ” as a thing to bo put 
down. But occasionally be overshoots the 
mark ; and certainly he has not given any- 
thing like satisfaction in this respect. 

Mr Rolleston, the Minister of Lands, is 
here just now along with Mr Oliver. They 
both intend going south, and the deferred- 
payment question at Mataara and in that 
neighborhood will probably cUim their at- 
tention. The deferred-payment settlers are 
in “ queer street,” many of them. They 
paid as much as from £3 up to £10, and even 
£12 per acre, for unimproved land. Take 
the case of one who paid £10, and bought 
200 acres. This means that for 10 years he 
pays an annual rental of £200, or £4 per 
week. It is about a couple of years before 
he can get more land broken np than will 
keep his own horses going in feed, and if, 
when he has a little grain to sell, the. year 
happens to be a bad one, it may easily be 
seen what a predicament he finds himself in. 
As a fact, perhaps dozens of the settlers in 
that neighborhood rue tho day they first 
saw the land. The systom offers a chance 
to a man with small capital, but this very 
inducement is a misfortune. Farming, especi- 
' ally on new land, where building, fencing 
and breaking-up has all to be done, is not 
B\ich a paying game as to be able to stand a 
rental of from £100 to £200 a year. The 
matter is one calling for serious attention, 
and the question is a big one, for if remis- 
sions or privileges are granted in one case 
thev must be in all. 

The tioae is approaching for the election of 
three new members of the Education Board. 
No great amount of interest is taken over 
the matter. Amongst th'e candidates nomi- 
nated, I hear, is Mr Thomas Fergus, who for 
some time resided in your neighborhood. 
He should run a good chance of election, as 
he is well known in the North Otago and 
inland districts. Mr Fergus is eminently fit 
for the position. 

The City Council has had to tie np its 
piirae-strings. Tt has spent some £17,000 
on a grand building in the Octagon, which 
will supply municipal offices to the City ; 
and tho intention w-as to add a Town Hall, 
which was expected to coat an<ither £6,000 
or BO. But the latter idea has had to be 
abandoned in the meantime, for all there is 
in the municipal cheat is £7,000 to meet 
everyday expenditure. £17.000 for corpora- 
tion offices for a town like Dunedin is pretty 
good, and £10,000 might well have been 
saved on this head and spent on some more 
necessary work— such, for instance, as that 
of the disposal of the sewage of the city. 
The Town Hall may comfortably stand aside 
just now. While we have so ^aiid a hall 
as the Garrison Hall, the tow-n is well off in 
this respect. 

This matter of the disposal of the sewage 
is beginning to claim public attention. At 
present we run tho whole sewage of the^ city 
—and the water-closet system is extensively 
connected with the sewers — into tho harbor, 
with the result that filth of every dcsoriptiou 
festers and stinks on the open beach under 
our very noses. Passing along at low tide 
the smell is disgusting. One grand scheme 
is to construct sewers all the way to the 
Ocean Beach, and there pump the sewage 
into the ocean ; but the coat of carrying out 
this affair would not he far short of £100,000. 
Another scheme which has a more feasible 
look about it is to so treat the sewage before 
it reaches the harbor as to completely cleanse 
it from filth. This is known as Burt’s Bcheme, 
Mr T. 0. Burt being the individual who 
possesses the secret of doing this, and ho 
adds as an extra inducement that the solid 
matter forming the residuum can be sold as 
manure at £3 or £4 per ton. Probably, if 
anything is done in the matter, this scheme 
will be the one tried. 

Mr Fish has been cou.soled for tho 1e?s of 
the coveted Mayoralty by the presentation 
to him of £230, 'gathered by public subscrip- 
tion. This will pay the whole of the 
expenses of the election, and of the lawsuit 
by which he lost the seat, and give him 
something in pocket besides ; while in 
addition to this he has the almost moral 
certainty of a walk-over next year. Mean- 



time Mr Walter occupies the chair sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere of dignified dis- 
honor. If he stands next year he will get a 
wonderful heating. 

The Bible-in-schools men got a great 
licking at the election of a School Committee. 
Lost year they made a strong endeavor, with 
the result that they got a majority of the 
religious element on the committee ; but this 
year they did not bestir themselves. The 
secularifts did, however, and when, at the 
meeting! several of this way of thinking were 
proposed, including the secretary of the local 
Freethought Association, the Bible adherents 
began to smell mischief. They went to work 
too late. They proposed two or three of the 
leading young men Christians, but the other 
party were altogether ton strong. The Free- 
thought secretary, a Mr Bolt, was at the head 
of tho poll by a long way, while the members 
of the Y.M.C. A. had to be content with the 
position of whipnera-in. It was a complete 
victory. Tho Freethinkers, although they 
have not a lecturer just now to keep them 
wide aw'ake, are not entirely asleep evidently. 

Mr Pmndfoot the tramway proprietor 
“suffered” tho other day tn the tune of 
L350 at the hands of the jury in the case 
Meldrum v. Prondfoot. It arose out of an 
accident by which John Meldnim was killed 
bv the Castle-street tramway some time ago. 
His widow sued for damages. The tramcar 
was one in which engine and car were com- 
bined. To make it perfectly safe in running, 
it should have been turned round at the 
Water of Leith terminus in order to come 
back to town, but this could not he done ; 
and therefore the engine was behind the car 
as it travelled along. In this way of oniirse 
the engine-driver could not so clearly as he 
should see what was in front. Meldrum was 
in charge of a horse and dray, and the horse 
bolting as tho tram approached he tried to 
slop it, with the result that he got crushed to 
death by the tram. The engine-driver tried 
tn pull up but could not do it in time. 
Another thing besides the construction of the 
car which went against Mr Prondfoot was 
that the brakes had been removed from the 
car a day or two previously for repair, and it 
was running without them. It is stated that 
he offered L300 to the widow to settle the 
claim, hut she let the case go on, and got 
only L50 more. Such affairs as this will take 
the profit off the tram speculation ; and 
although nobody would be very sorry if Mr 
Prondfoot did lose over it, for he is generally 
regarded as a mild incarnation of all that is 
evil, still the trams are one of the greatest 
puhlio boons ever introduced in Dunedin, 
and their discontiniianoe — not that there is 
a suggestion of such a thing — would be a 
great loss. The patronage they get is some- 
thing wonderful. Just as in these days of 
railwava we wondor how the people ever got 
about by coach, so the astonishing thing now 
is how the cabs carried everybody who 
apparently wants to travel. 

Another case of interest came on yesterday 
at the Supreme Court. Mr J. A. Mackenzie, 
the Secretary of the Cromwell Company by 
the way, sues Mr James Smith, the well- 
known lawyer, forL2000, being the price of 
sections bought by him at Grant’s Braes, and 
damages sustained through the promise as to 
a steamer to connect that township with the 
city not being carried ont. Mr Smith and 
Mr Larnach, who practically is concerned in 
the action also, ovmed Grant’s Braes and sold 
it as a township about two years ago, just 
when the township rage was at its height. 
Tt was stated in the papers, and Mackenzie 
alleges in the auction room also, that a 
steamer was to be put on within two months, 
which would run across to the Braes in eight 
minutes. This was an inducement that led 
Mackenzie to purchase largely. The steamer 
did not make its appearance in the two 
months— indeed it has just come from home 
now— aud Mr Mackenzie therefore claims 
damages. Messrs Sniith and Larnach deny 
that they authorised the statements in the 
papers about the two months, and state that a 
denial instead of a guarantee was given in 
the auction room. The case is looked upon 
with a good deal of interest, and there is 
expected to be some good hard swearing. 

The police made a raid on the milkmen 
the other day. They collected 12 samples 
from the milk carts as they came in in the 
morning ; three out of the 12 had a decent 
percentage of the fluid from the pump ; and 
the tall fire of LIO in each case was in- 
flicted. The Act reads something in this 
way ; that if any article of food or drink has 
,any foreign substance .added to make up the 
weight or quantity, and is sold without the 
purchaser being informed of such addition, 
then the seller is liable tn the penalty. It is 
a question, therefore, whether the publican 
who sells you a glass of whisky, “ doctored” 
a little,' and docs noL tell you as he does so 
that he has added the water, could not he 
“ got at” under this law. Perhaps some day 
the matter may be tried.

PROVINCIAL AND COLONIAL. 
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At the election of an Education Committee 
for Nelson city, a lady, Mrs Gribbs, was 
among those elected. 

It is stated that Trickett intends to pro- 
ceed to England to row Hanlan for the 
championship of the world. Hanlan writes 
that he is willing to row Trickett in Sydney 
for lu,000 dollars. 

The case of Meldrum ®. Proudfoot for 
LIOOO damages was concluded on Tuesday 
last. The jury returned a verdict for the 
plai ntiff in the sum of L350, awarding her 
L160 and her two children L200, 

The heaviest flood ever known at Hokitika 
occurred on Monday night week. It did 
great damage to the land, crops, and works 
in 'Westland. Hokitika was inundated and 
most of tho streets covered with water for 
several hours. 

A disastrous fire occurred at Oamarn on 
Wednesday last. It broke ont in the back 
store of Bailie and Humphrey's, gutting it 
and the Queen’s Hotel and back premises, 
and two contiguous buildings. The damage 
amounts to several thousand pound.s. 

At the execution Scott died instan- 
tanoonsly, but Rogan struggled for 10 
minutes. Scott wrote incessantly during the 
greater part of the preceding night. At his 
first interview with his mother and sister 
Rogan behaved brutally, using disgusting 
language to them. 

The Rev. Matthew Bimiett, the temper- 
ance reformer, who is likely to visit New 
Zealand, in a letter giving an account of his 
recent farewell tour through Victoria, states 
that, during the seven weeks over which it 
extended, he administered the pledge to 
more than 1,000 persons. 

It may not be generally known that a strict 
watch and ward is kept against the possibility 
of the Kelly bushrangers effecting a landing 
in this colony unobserved. Passengers by 
every boat arriving from Melbourne or 
Sydney are carefully scanned by detectives, 
on the chance of identifying one or more of 
these much-wanted notorieties. 

The re-appearance of Sullivan, the notori- 
ous murderer, is reported in the Wangaratta 
Dispatch, though only in the shape of a 
rumor. He is said to have called at the hut 
of some farm laborers, asking for something 
to eat, which was given him ; he likewise 
demanded a coat and trousers, which was 
also complied with, hut reluctantly. He was 
recognised by one of the men, who had seen 
him before, and he is described as looking 
very miserable. 

A Sydney telegram of 27th ult. reports 
that a man named Goulthard, aged 26, had 
surrendered himself to the police at Yass, 
stating that in January, 1878, while he was 
at Everton, in England, he poisoned his 
wife with prussic acid, weighted her body, 
and threw it into the Mersey. He shortly 
afterwards emigrated to Australia, and now 
asserts that he is wretched, and sees visions 
of his wife nightly. 

An Auckland telegram reports a re- 
mark.tble discovery near Mongonui, Gape 
Karakara. On some sandhills being blown 
away by the recent gales, a great heap of 
bones and tho remains of a house were un- 
covered. The Natives know nothing of it, 
and have no memory of a settlement or build- 
ing at the place. It is believed that further 
examination will show that they are the 
remains of a race inhabiting New Zealand 
prior to the immigration of the Maoris. 

Much uneasiness has been caused in 
'Victoria by four cases of poisoning by drink- 
ing colonial beer. One man died from the 
effects ; the others recovered. It is alleged 
that all exhibited symptoms of poisoning by 
strychnine. The cases all occurred within 
about a week of each other. It is believed 
that the poison was the result of not properly 
cleaning bottles. Subsequent analysis dis- 
closed in one bottle sufficient strychnine to 
kill 14 men ! 

The newly-formed Southland Jockey Club 
have issued their programme for a two-day 
meet, to be held on the 17th and 18th March. 
It includes a Southland Cup Handicap of 100 
sovs., a Handicap Hurdle Race of 40 sovs., 
.fookey Club Handic.ap of 76 sovs., Com- 
mercial Handicap of 30 sovs., Derby Stakes 
of 3 sovs., with 40 added, Publicans’ Handi- 
cap of 30 sovs., and Maiden Plate of 25 sovs., 
besides the usual Consolation and Hack 
races. 

During a ball on 2Stli ultimo, on hoard the 
barque Excelsior, lying at Port Adelaide, the 
crow made an unprovoked attack on the 
officers, who were engaged in festivities. 
They used belaying pins, marline spikes, and 
revolvers. The mate was fired at, but the 
shot missed. All the other officers were 
wounded more or less severely in the head, 
and the captain received a serious blow on 
the right temple. After a great struggle the 
mutineers were arrested. 

At a recent trial in a District Court, a 
prominent publican, of German extraction, 
was called as a witness. Upon being sworn, 
one of the attorneys in the case said, “ Mr 
W,, where is your place of business?” “What 
for you ask me such foolish things? You 
drink at my blaco more as a hundred climes.” 
“ Thai has nothing to do with the case, Mr 
Vf.; Slate to the jury where your place of 
hnainess is.” “ Dc shury ! de shury. Oh, 
by jiminy. Efery shcntlcman on dis shury 
has a string of marks on my cellar doorshust 
like a rail fence.” His Honor here inter- 
posed on behalf of counsel, and in a calm and 
dignified manner requested the witness to 
state tlie place of bis business. “ Oh excuse 
me, your Honor— you drinks at my blace so 
many times and pays me notings. I dinks 
you very well knows where I keeps mine 
blace.”

The Commissioner has authorised tho 
infliction of a fine of L60, in consequence of 
tho operators in Dunedin refusing duty on 
the 2nd inst. and subsequent days. Yon 
will be good enough to collect the amount 
forthwith. — Signed, A. T. Maginnity, Assist- 
ant Secretary.” 

Yesterday (says the Ashburton Giutrdim 
of Saturday week) tho intense heat had the 
effect of musing a 6-pint bottle of strong 
ammonia in the shop of Mr Neate, chemist, 
Moore-street, to burst and fall from a top 
shelf to tho floor. Tho powerful gas arising 
from the ammonia for a time threatened tho 
inmates of the shop and adjoining room with 
asphyxia, but they fortunately succeeded in 
escaping from the premises. Mr Neata'a 
family were at dinner at the time, and his 
two children were only arrested in time from 
great danger. 

Scott and Rogan, the Wantabadgery bush* 
rangers, were executed at Darlinghurst gaol 
at nine o’clock on the morning of January 
20. There was no apparent excitement. 
The mother and sister of Rogan, whoso real 
name is Baker, did all in their power to avert 
his ignominious death on the scaffold, but his 
criminal records in Yictoria, and his photo- 
graph were in the possession of the police. 
He was arrested for larceny at St. Kitda in 
1875, and served a sentence on conviction of 
three years in Pentridge. He served two 
years afterwards for burglary in Beecbworth. 
These reports were admitted as facts by the 
distressed mother. At seven o’clock tho 
last sacrament of tho Catholic Church was 
administered to him. Scott was attended by 
the Rev. Canon Rich. He also seemed re- 
signed to his fate. Father Ryan implored 
Rogan to prevail on Scott not to make any 
soeech from the gallows. To Rogan’s request 
Scott consented, and after a few words to 
their spiritual advisers, Scott and Rogan 
shook hands. The executioner did his work 
without bungling, and the two men were 
hurled into eternity almost insUntaneously. 
Scott’s body was lifeless first ; his neck was 
dislocated, and ho expired without a struggle. 
The same may he said of Rogan. Every- 
thing was arranged that humanity could 
devise, and though the Press was excluded 
there can be no donht th.at all was intended 
for the best. Father Ryan was afraid if 
Scott commenced speech-making on the 
scaffold, the thoughts of Rogan would be 
distracted from another and a better world. 



Divorce Case in High Life. 

Sir Robert Phillimore, the second judge 
in the Divorce Court, tried recently a 
petition, presented by his wife, for the 
dissolution of her marriage on the ground 
of the misconduct of her husband, the Hon. 
Robert Wellington Stapleton - Cotton, 
eldest son of Lord Combermere. The Hon. 
Mrs Cotton said : I was married at St. 
Mark's Church, Bryanston square, on 2nd 
June, 1866, to the Hon. Robert Welling- 
ton Stapleton-Cotton, eldest son of Lord- 
Combermere, and had a large fortune. 
I had pin-money of L4,000 per annum, 
L3 0,000 being settled on the respondent. 
About 1870 we became acquainted with 
Mr and Mrs Poole, residing at Marbury 
Hall, Cheshire. We afterwards visited 
them. I saw that my husband paid a 
great deal of attention to Mrs Poole, and 
I remonstrated with him ; but I could get 
no answer as to his conduct. In 1876 I 
was at Park Hall. On Friday, the 21st 
of April last year, there were some races 
which I and the respondent and Mr and 
Mrs Poole attended. On the following 
morning (Saturday, the 22nd) Mr Cotton 
left Park Hall without saying where he 
was going. I went away for a few days, 
and on my return I received the following 
letter from my husband I have behaved 
to you as badly as a man can well do. By 
the time you receive this I shall be far 
away with another ■woman. You may 
blame me, but you must own we were not 
suited to each other. Forget me if you 
can, and think of me ns never having 
belonged to yon. It will bo no use trying 
to make us go back, as nothing will ever 
make us retract from the step wo Lave 
taken. If you can be kind to my brother 
and sister as regards the allowance they 
have had from me, I implore you to do so.” 
He has never written to me, nor returned 
since that time. 1 have had my pin-money, 
and the respondent has received the re- 
mainder of my income of L30,000 a-ycar. 
Major Dickson, M.P., said he was ac- 
quainted with the respondent, but not 
with the petitioner. He knew Mi's Poole, 
who was sister to the present Sir George 
Chetwynd, Bart. He heard of the elope, 
ment, and had endeavored on several 
occasions to induce Mrs Poole to return 
home. The respondent and Mrs Pools 
were now living at West Moidsey as man 
and wife. He had had an interview with 
Mr Cotton at that place in April, when ho 
assured him he would never desert Mrs 
Poole. Sir R. Pliillitnore made a decree 
nid, with costs. Dr Tristram said on a 
future occasion he would have to make an 
application with regard to the marriage 
settlemeuts in this case.
